REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
It is not clear where the originally filed disclosure contains support for the subject matter now claimed. The only reference to a 
"flat" sheet that has been readily found in the original disclosure has been found in paragraph P00191 where it is described that the 
"method is eguallv applicable to flat sheets". At best, this description would appear to describe the possible alternative 
manufacture of flat composite structures (not the currently claimed manufacture of curved composite structures). No further 
description of the use of "flat" sheets, the sequence of forming "flat" sheets, the use of superplastic "flat" sheets, the use of 
second "flat" sheets or the shape of the tool cavity associated with the use of "flat" sheets has been readily found in the original 
disclosure. Applicant's arguments that the limitations would be sufficiently understood by a practioner are noted, but are not 
convincing for the reasons above. It is also not clear how applicant can argue that adapting the applicant's process to flat sheets 
(from the meager description found in applicant's original disclosure) is well within the purview of the skilled practioner but would 
be well outside the purview of the skilled artisan when addressing to the teachings of Seeliger.
